The cara manner # el] late fight in the Downs, 
berwixt the Fleet of the Common-wealth of Eagland 
under the command of Generall Blague, and that 
of the States ot the unitedPrevinces under the 
command of Admiral Trump,May,1g 
I 652, accotcing to an accompt gt- 
ven by divers who were eye-wit- 
; nefles of the ation, 


Etore we proced to the main, it will be ne- 
ceſſary togive you(as a preparative there-

Caprain 'Young was aliadns to 
the Weſtward,to rake the — of the Weſt-guard, 
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the 12 inſtant, he diſcried a Fleet of about t2 fail com- 
ming trom the Southward; and-making ſail off to them, 
he tound them to be a Fleet of Hojlanders come trom 
Genoa and Legorn. Three with Flags were ſtates men 
of war for cenvoy, the reſt Merchants ſhips. Hereupon 
Captain Young ſent his Maſter ro the Admirall to let 
chem know that amity- was as yet continued between 
the two States, and theretore thathe ſummoned him to 
ſtrike. 

Upon this, the Admirall took in his Flagg, and pur a- 
bro a Pcndant, ſaying he belonged t@ Amſterdam, Bur 
then the Vice- Admirallcame up with his Flagg TY 64 
deja $2 ſhip Ot 42 gunswho woapld by go means

' wards them,and made a wafr withrhis Flag ro Vantrump, 


who bore up to that ſhip, and a boat went from that a- 
board Vaurrump. VWhereupon he immediately made all 
the ſail he ccu'd, haſtening with his Fleet towards ours, 
and bore up dire@ly with our Fleet, himſeli being head- 
moſt of his own. - | 
Being come near, within Muſquet-ſhot, Gen, Blague 
ſhot a Gun, but withour a Ball, ar his Flag 3 which he 
did alſo rwice more, Vantrump anſwering hin with a 
Gun on the averle fide ot his ſhip, which fignthed a.high 
ditdain or ſcorn ( according to the Sea-cuſtonie ) and 
then immcdiately, inftead of ſtriking ( according to the 
ancient Uſage ) hee hung our a red Flag, which his Of- 


ficers that wce have taken, confefſe was the Signall, and 


gave our General a Broad- fide, and ſo the fight began 
about four of the Clock in the Evening , farre otherwiſe
